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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election of claims 1-12 and 31-32 in the reply filed on 3/10/05 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 13-30. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-12 and 31-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In reference to claim 1, Tsui et al ('942) teaches a method for making a semiconductor 
device with an improved drive current, the semiconductor device having source and drain 
regions built on an active region (Col. 1, lines: 25-35), a length of the active region being 
different than a width (Fig.5 (26, 28, 30)) thereof comprising: 
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Fabricating one or more isolation regions filled with an isolation material 
surrounding the active region (Fig. 5 (16)); 

Annealing the isolation region thereby shrinking the isolation region by at least 
0.5 % volume and compressing the isolation material (Col. 5, lines: 5-15) wherein a stress 
caused by the compression of the isolation material in the direction of the length of the 
active region is different from that caused by the compression of the isolation material in 
the direction of the width of the active region due to the difference between the width and 
the length (Col.4, lines: 50-60). 

However, Tsui fails to teach nor suggest "annealing the isolation region thereby 
shrinking the isolation region by at least 0.5 % volume" as recited in claim 1. 

Consequently, claim 1 is deemed to be allowable over prior art, dependent claims 
2-12 and 31-32 act only to further narrow the allowable subject matter of claim 1 and are 
therefore also deemed to be allowable over prior art.
